6 eriority so visible; and whom we 
iar more tban love, we are not 
far from hating: and having less 
command of his passions tban the 
other, he was evermore the sub- 
ject of his perhaps indecent ridi- 
cule: so that they never met with- 
out quarrelling: and everybody, 
either from love or fear, aiding 
with his antagonist, he bad a most 
uneasy time of it while both con- 
tinuea in tbe same college.
